She got her ESL 
qualifications and is now an ESL teacher and this is her first year 
at Westview. There are five levels in ESL (A-E) and when a 
student becomes proficient in their reading and writing, they 
move to the next level. Ms. Briscoe said that she was teaching in 
Northern Quebec where students were trilingual. " The students 
have their first language Cree, their second language French and 
then another language which is English and I realized that even 
though English was not their first language, they were not 
considered ESL, but I need to approach my teaching as if they 
were ESL". Ms. Briscoe advises students " to take it one day at a 
time.
